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Garfield High School 
was part of this city 
from 1912 until 1971 


They say it started in a 
summer evening in 1910, when a 
railroad switch engine de- 
molished part of a streetcar. 

Although there were no in- 
iuries, parents on Terre Haute's 
north side began asking, "What if 
. . .? What if another such acci- 
dent happens in the future and 
our children are hurt coming 
home from school — a school 
thats two railroad crossings 
south of here?" 

It was the beginning of a real 
demand for a high school on the 
city's north side; the school that, 
for 59 years, was Garfield High 
School. 

Safety wasn't the only reason 
for building a new high school: 
Finances came into the picture, 
as well. Parents in those days 
simply couldn't afford to send 
their children long distances to 
attend school. 

That money was a concern was 
proven in September 1912 when 
Garfield opened: High school 
enrollment jumped by 300 stu- 
dents. 

Garfield opened its doors to 
students for the first time on 
Sept. 3, 1912, although the school 
wouldn't be totally completed 
until November. 

That first week, by the way, 
students got an unexpected 
break from classroom drudge 
when the school had to close 
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temporarily. It seems that the 
water pressure on Terre Haute’s 
north side was eliminated when 
Garfield’s new-fangled toilet 
facilities were put into use. 

The first year was spent settl- 
ing into the new school, 
establishing traditions and re- 
alizing that Garfield had its own 
special “something.” 

Yet it wasn’t until 1915 that 
that something was identified. 

It happened during the football 
game with Wiley High School, 
when, “with almost overwhelm- 
ing odds,” said a school publica- 
tion, Garfield came from behind 
and won the game by a score of 
7-6. 

“From that game forward, the 
‘Spirit of 7-6’ was to reside at 
Garfield. It is this Spirit that 
binds together all who associate 
with the school. Some say it’s 
pride, others say it’s a keen sense 
of competition, but in reality it is 
both of these combined with a 
touch of dignity.” 

In all, Garfield won six football 
games by a score of 7-6. 

The spirit held through the 
good times — such as the annex 
built in 1922 in anticipation of an 
expected increase in enrollment 
— апа in bad, as when the school

1938 concluded the school's 
permanent building program 
and, at times, students ov- 
erflowed into temporary struc- 
tures known as "dog houses." 

Then it was 1971 and it was 
time for Garfield and Gerstmeyer 
to form a new school — Terre 
Haute North Vigo High School. 

“I looked forward to our new 
school because of all of the new 
facilities that would be 
available," said Gregg Reynolds. 
a Garfield student who spent his 
last year of high school as 
president of North’s first 
graduating class. 

"[ was a college-bound senior, 
so I was taking a lot of science 
courses. North had a new 
chemistry and science depart- 
ment with better equipment and 
facilities." 

Essentially, said Reynolds, the 
senior class doubled when 
Garfield and Gerstmeyer 
merged. 

Rivalries, however, were eased 
by the election of Mark Blade — 
of Gerstmeyer — to the office of 
Student Council president and 
Garfield’s Reynolds as senior 
class president.

is best teacher. 


Orville Jones, at Garfield High 
School from 1924 until his retire- 
ment 40 years later, was selected 
as the student’s favorite teacher. 

“Pm thankful for that,” Jones, 
who is now 93 years old, said of 
being chosen. “We had a good 
faculty; Garfield was one of the 
top 10 schools in the state of 
Indiana.” 

At Garfield, Jones taught 
architectural and mechanical 
drawing, was business manager 
for the sports teams and even- 
tually rose to hold the positions 
of dean of boys, then of -vice 
principal. 

“He was a good guy,” former 
basketball coach Williard Kehrt 
said of Jones. He did a good job 
[апа] was a good disciplinarian.” 

Kehrt recalled that, during a 
recent Garfield reunion, “they 
were teasing him about catching 
a kid coming down the fire escape 
from study hall. He (Jones) stood 
down there in the rain: He bird- 
dogged him.” 

Dr. John Freed, Class of '37, 
expanded on Kehrt’s description, 
saying that Jones: “Was the kind 
who understood. When he saw 
you doing something wrong, he’d 
take you aside” and quietly 
explain the problem. 

Не was a heckuva nice guy,” 
Hec said. "He was a wonderful 


Of Jones position as business 
manager, Kehrt said: “He could 
stack 'em in the gymnasium. He 
saw that every seat was filled — 
nobody had two seats or three 
seats when he took care of the 


tickets.” 

Participation in many aspects 
of Garfield’s life extended beyond 
teaching and involvement in 
sports for the Glenn High School 
and Indiana Normal School 
graduate. 

Early copies of the Benedictus 
show Jones participating in 
faculty plays, where he apparent- 
ly enjoyed playing comic roles. 

“We had a good faculty," Jones 
recalled. ^The faculty was like a 
big family. Now the faculty [at 
today's schools] is so big, it's 
everybody for himself. I don't 
think the students nowadays are 
getting any better educated." 

Jones is a big sports fan — he's 
proud of the fact that he's 
attended 68 consecutive Final 
Four tournaments — and, Kehrt 
said, “һе was a good official." 

Kehrt also recalled the time he 
got Jones interested in golf. 

“I had a golf and tennis team 
and we had a match for both 
teams at Crawfordsville in the 
early 1960s. I needed a car for the 
tennis boys, so I asked Orville if 
he'd take them. 

“While we were there, we went 
to the golf course ànd played a 
game with Crawfordsville’s 
coach. He (Jones) used my golf 
clubs and it was the first time 
he’d ever played.” 

At Kehrt’s suggestion, Jones 
received a set of golf clubs from 
his colleagues upon his retire- 
ment. 

“He played a superb game,” 
Kehrt said. “He’d Pit the ball 
right straight down the line." 


Garfield graduated a number 
of people over the years who went 
on to distinguish themselves. 

Following are some graduates 
who received Garfield’s Dist- 
inguished Alumni Award, taken 
from the school’s 50th An- 
niversary book, which covers the 
years through 1962. 

Leroy August Wilson, Class 
of 1918, went on to graduate with 
honors from Rose Polytechnic, 
after which he found employment 
as a traffic clerk with Indiana 
Bell Telephone Co. in In- 
dianapolis. On Feb. 18, 1948 — 
three days before he turned 47 — 
he was made president of 
American Telephone and Tele- 
graph, a position he held until his 
untimely death on June 27, 1951. 

Herald Rae Cox, who 
graduated from Garfield in 1924, 
was to distinguish himself in the 
field of medicine. 

After his ultimate graduation 
with a Ph.D. from Johns Hopkins 
University, he served with the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research, followed by a position 
with the U.S. Public Health 
Service where he was to develop 
the vaccines for Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever and epidemic 
typhus fever. 

Later, as director of American 
Cyanamid Co.'s Lederle 
Laboratories, Cox and his col- 
leagues € completed the first mass 
oral polio immunization рго- 
gram, in Dade County, Fla. 

Maynard C. Wheeler, Class 
of '19, took a degree in chemical 
engineering to the top. 

He began his professional 
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career as a plant chemist at 
Commercial Solvents Corp. after 
receiving his engineering degree 
from Purdue University. From 
there, he became process 
superintendent and plant 
manager at the Terre Haute 
plant, then production manager 
for all Commercial Solvents 
plants. 

Wheeler then climbed to the 
position of vice president of 
production and engineering. In 
1950, he became a member of the 
board of directors and finally, in 
1959, he was made president of 
the firm. 

A 1928 graduate, C. Chester 
Stock, became one of America's 
most active members in cancer 
research. 

Stock was a faculty member at 
New York University, a visiting 
investigator for the Rockefeller 
Hospital and was with the Sloan- 
Kettering Institute for Cancer 
Research. 

He also authored hundreds of 
publications and was on advisory 
committees to such organizations 
as the National Research Council 
and the National Cancer In- 


stitute. 
Scouting was Delmer H. 
Wilson's forte. As National 


Director of the Personnel 
Division, the 1922 Garfield 
graduate was responsible for the 
Schiff Scout Reservation at 
Mendham, N.J., where all 
professional leaders were 


trained, and for the Registration 
Service and the Statistical 
Service and Welfare Service pro- 
gram. 


Roy S. Smyres, who was also 
the very first person to enroll at 
Garfield High School — halfway 
through his senior year at Wiley 
High School — was to attain the 
position of Director of Advance of 
the Division of World Missions 
for the Methodist Church. Among 
his honors was a decoration by 
the King of Belgium for his 
efforts in administering to the 
sick during the flu epidemic of 
1918. 


Terre Haute physician Paul E. 
Humphrey, Class of 1935, was 
selected "because of the man, the 
family, the achievement, and the 
example. He is the second son of 
a family of six whose earlier 
circumstances all but precluded 
anything more than a high school 
education. It was because of 
family devotion and industrious- 
ness that Paul Humphrey rose 
through hard work to a pedestal 
of community and professional 
acclaim.” 

The local urologist also served 
on the Terre Haute City School 
Board before its reorganization 
and was president of the first 
Vigo County School Board. 

Other significant Garfield 
graduates include Leon b 
Wallace, Class of 1921, dean of 
the Indiana University School of 
Law; G. Raymond Fitterer, 
Class of 1919, dean of the 
University of Pennsylvania 
Schools of Engineering and 
Mines; and J. Stanford Smith, 
Class of 1932, vice president of 
General Electric's marketing and 
public relations service. 
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Donald Е. Smith gets the nod

While most people in the 
Wabash Valley associate Donald 
E. Smith only with Terre Haute 
First National Bank, the man 
selected as an outstanding alum- 
nus of Garfield High School 
actually is affiliated with in- 
terests ranging from energy re- 
sources to farming and from 
trucking to racing. 

And while most people picture 
Don Smith in his banker's suit 
and tie, he’s just as — perhaps 
more — comfortable in a pair of 
faded jeans and a zippered 
jacket. 

You're as likely to see him 
talking to a handyman as to one 
of his colleagues in the corporate 
world. 

He's as likely to answer a 
question with a quip (when asked 
how a coal miner's son got to be 
president of a bank holding 
company, he replies: “As Malcolm 
Forbes once said, I chose my 
parents well.”) as he is to give a 
serious reply. 

(He can’t, however, arrange his 
face into a serious mask: Belying 
his words are a mouth that 
quivers in an almost-smile, a 
distinct twinkle in his brown 
eyes, and a throaty growl that 
masks a chuckle.) 


His love of automobile racing is 
legendary and traces its roots to 
when, as a boy of 13, Smith 
accompanied his uncle to the 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway. In 
1952, he and Chapman Root were 
to form Sumar Racing (named for 
their wives, Susan Root and 
Mary Smith) which owned cars 
and promoted racing. 

If you want to make him smile, 
give him something with a duck 
on it. He likes ducks. He likes 
them so much, he’s made a duck 
the corporate mascot of Terre 
Haute First National Bank. 

Despite his many accomplish- 
ments (see box), when Smith 
holds up the mirror of com- 
parison between himself and 
other Garfield graduates, he 
finds himself lacking. 

“There’ve been so many people 
who've accomplished so much at 
that school, I guess I'm really 
embarrassed about this," he said 
of his selection. 

"When I think of Garfield, I 
think of people like (Commercial 
Solvents President) Maynard 
Wheeler and his family, (AT&T 
President) Leroy Wilson, (Olym- 
pic Gold Medalists) Terry Dis- 
chinger, Clyde Lovellette and 
Greg Bell, the Templeton family, 
the Humphrey family, and the 
many others who had the op- 
portunity to be students at

Garfield. They were great, great 
people. I think that speaks very 
highly of the school.” 

He admits he wasn’t much of 
an academician, saying that if he 
could go back and relive his high 
schools years, he'd “concentrate 
on the academics a little more.” 

While he didn’t make the 
academic honor roll, Smith did 
excel in athletics at Garfield, 
where he participated in a varie- 
ty of sports. 

Smith’s sports honors include 
the Football Zimmerman Award 
in 1943 and, in 1944, the Spring 
Sports Zimmerman_ Award (for 
track), the G Men’s Club Award 
for the highest percentage of 
basketball free throws during the 
varsity season, and the McMillan 
Award. 

“We played in the days when 
they didn’t use face masks and 
we wore leather helmets and 
high-top black shoes,” Smith 
said. “We had hard heads, 
though. In most instances.” 

His wasn’t: In the first quarter 
of the 1943 Wiley-Garfield game, 
Smith received a head injury that 
kept him out for the remainder of 
the game. His high school sports 
career also resulted in a broken 
finger and broken front teeth. 

To help develop his muscles 
(“there was no weight-lifting or 
anything like that back then,” 
Smith said), he worked summers 
at Hulman and Co., unloading 
goods from boxcars and storing 
them in the building, making 56 
cents an hour. 

Smith, who graduated from 
Garfield in 1944, grew up in a 
two-story frame house in 
Edgewood Grove on Terre 
Haute’s east side. 

“Edgewood Grove was pretty 
much a no-man’s land,” he re- 
called. “You could go to any 
school you wanted.” 


His father’s friendship with 
Earl Pike, Garfield’s dean of boys 
and one of its coaches, swayed 
him toward attending the 
northside school. 


In his early years, he’d shell 
out a nickel to take a bus to 
Seventh Street and Wabash 
Avenue, then buy a transfer for 
a penny to take another bus to 
12th Street and Maple Avenue. 
"Sometimes I hitch-hiked," he 


said. 

After he turned 16, he'd oc- 
casionally drive his brother's 
1930 Model A Ford to school. 

Many days he'd take an extra 
dime to school to buy a stamp to 
put on the card that, when full, 
bought him a War Bond. He 
participated in the drives to 
collect tin cans, rubber and other 
items needed to help the war 
effort during World War II. 

"It was a period of time that 
was a little difficult, he said. 
"Many of your friends didn't come 
back but, in the same respect, 
many did, went to college on the 
G.I. Bill and became leaders in 
the community." 
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as an outstanding Garfield grad 


Perhaps it was the foundation 
laid by helping others during his 
formative years in high school 
that led him to continue his 
assistance into his adult years, 
by supporting a large variety of 
community organizations. 

“Tve always believed,” he said, 
"that a bank should be a viable 
part of the community; not only 
as a lender and as a place to 
deposit your money, but as a good 
citizen." 

Most of all, however, he re- 
members the companionships 
and the "just general good high 
school times that, perhaps, we 
don't realize at the time but do 
later."

you. 

Remember that home study 
will develop habits of reading and 
research that will benefit you all 
your life. 

Remember at all times that 
you are a part of Garfield High 
School and that your actions 
wherever you may be will reflect 
either credit or discredit to 
Garfield.

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'34 fire guts part of Garfield 
but classes continue to meet 


The tranquility of a spring 
evening in 1934 was interrupted 
when a young boy burst into 
West's Drug Store with the news 
that Garfield High School was on 
fire. 

It was about 7:30 p.m. Satur- 
day, April 29, when the boy, who 
was taking a shortcut on his 
bicycle behind Garfield's main 
building, smelled the acrid odor 
of smoke and saw flames leaping 
behind the windows. 

By the time the fire was 
discovered, said a front-page 
article in the April 30, 1934, 
Tribune-Star, “the flames had 
gained considerable headway 
with the entire auditorium and 
the north-central portion of the 
building ablaze. 

"The fire -spread through the 
wooden interior of the building, 
catching the roof and eating its 
way along the ceiling of the 
second story, until at its height it 
seemed nothing but the brick 
shell of the building would be 
left." 

Retired Indiana State Un- 
iversity science professor 
William Hopp, thén a senior at 
Garfield, was visiting his aunt, 
uncle and grandmother's house 
across the street from his school 
when the fire was discovered. 

“It was quite a bit of excite- 
ment," he recalled recently. 

"Somebody came to the door 
and said, ‘There’s a fire at 


Garfield. Sure enough, she was 
just a-burnin’ away. I helped 
carry some microscopes out of 
Miss (Louise) Harris’ botany 
classroom. Yes, even then I was 
interested in science.” 

Microscopes weren't all that 
were saved from the blaze. 

Garfield Principal Charles 
Zimmerman апа basketball 
Coach James Conover were sit- 
ting in West's enjoying a soft 
drink when the boy ran in to 
spread the alarm. 

“Those two stout fellows 
rushed over to the main building 
to save the records,” Garfield’s 
50th Anniversary buok relates. 

“They couldn’t enter the build- 
ing by conventional methods, so 
Conover dashed across the street 
for a stepladder, climbed through 
an office window, and pitched the 
school records into Zimmerman’s 
outstretched arms. 

“There are still a few Garfield 
alums around (who) hold this 
deed as unnecessary 

The book also tells tad other 
teachers and students “carried 
valuable instruments and re- 
cords to safety amid the danger 
of weakened timbers, suffocating 
fumes, and wildly lashing 
flames.” 

When the blaze was ext- 
inguished — with the assistance 
of units from nearly every fire 
station in the city — "the mid- 
section of the main building was 


a heap of smoldering ashes," the 
anniversary book said. 

"The roof was gone and the 
auditorium, physics and 
chemistry laboratories (and one 
classroom) were completely 
destroyed. Everything remaining 
in the building was either water- 
soaked or smoke-damaged." 

For the 20 days remaining in 
that school year and again in the 
fall until the school was ready for 
occupation on Nov. 5, 1934, 
students attended classes in 
Lange and Collett schools, the 
basement of the Maple Avenue 
Methodist Church, the Annex 
building and Garfield's overflow 
classroom buildings known as 
"doghouses," or, at that time of 
the year, "ovens." 

What caused the blaze is not 
known to this day, although some 
speculate that it was caused by a 
carelessly tossed cigarette during 
a play practice earlier that even- 
ing. Official records say that 
electrical wiring was at fault. 

“We have,” says the an- 
niversary book, "the ominous 
statement of Joe Zwerner who 
claims that he alone knows the 
real cause of the blaze, suggest- 
ing that he was particularly 
anxious for an early vacation 
that year." 

And Hopp says he's the reason. 
"People tease me," he said recent- 
ly, "that they had to burn the 
school down to get rid of me."

Claude Thornhill 


This Garfield graduate ~/ 
put people ‘In the Mood’ 
for his own kind of music 


Perhaps the most notable (if 
you'll pardon the pun) person to 
come out of Garfield High School 
was big band leader Claude 


Thornhill, a man who, it was 


time and time again, 
would reach the top. 


“For sheer musical beauty, for 
gorgeous musical moods, for im- 
agination and wit and taste and 
originality and consistently fine 
musicianship, there was never a 
band that could match Claude 
Thornhill’s,” says George Т. 
Simon in the fourth edition of his 
book, “The Big Bands.” 


Thornhill, who attended 
Garfield High School in its 
earliest years, went on to study 
at the Cincinnati Conservatory 
and the Curtis Institute in 
Philadelphia. 


He played with such greats as 
Tommy Dorsey, Benny Goodman, 
Artie Shaw, was an arranger and 
pianist for Andre Kostelanetz 
and served as musical director of 


the Skinnay Ennis band on the 
Bob Hope Show. 

But it was his own big band 
that he wanted, and it was his 
own big band that he got, a band 
so good that it constantly re- 
ceived rave reviews and was cited 
by Thelonious Monk as being 
“the only really good big band I’ve 
heard in years.” 


Terre Haute physician John 
Freed, Class of '37, recalled 
recently that Thornhill was wont 
to come into town at odd hours 
and call his buddy and first 
manager, Bruce McCormick. 


“I told Bruce once that Га like 
to meet Claude sometime when 
he was in town," Freed said. *So 
one night the phone rang at 2:30 
in the morning and Bruce said: 1 
told you I'd call you. Claude just 
called.' 


“I went over and, lo and behold, 
there was Claude. He played the 
piano for us, but he never 
finished a song. He'd play a little 


ripple, then he'd say, ‘Remember 
this one? and he'd start in on 
another ripple," Freed said of 
that early-morning concert. 

“His theme song, ‘Snowfall,’ 
was one of the prettiest songs I’ve 
ever heard,” Freed said of 
Thornhill. 


Despite the accolades given by 
listeners, however, Thornhill’s 
name never became as well- 
known among the general public 
as that of some of his peers in the 
music world. 


In the summer of 1965, he died 
of a heart attack. 


"[ wonder if the world will ever 
know how much it had in this 
beautiful man," Duke Ellington 
said. “Не never wanted anything 
from anybody. If he called you, he 
just called to talk — or else he 
might want to give you 
something. You know, there 
aren't many of his kind left . . . 
He was a beautiful man." 


Sippin' away: Remember the days when you'd sit around the 
soda fountain at the neighborhood drug store and make a 
malted last a-l-I day long and a quarter would play five songs 
on the jukebox? If you were a girl, you'd eye the boys; if you 
were a boy, you'd eye the girls — trying not to be obvious. 
Garfield High School's neighborhood hang-outs included 
West's Drug Store, where reports of the fire were first heard 
in 1934. Girton's, which had a "little place in the back for 
sandwiches," says Dr. John Freed, was another favorite, as 
was the pool room at Kersey's. ^

The name game 


Garfield's yearbook, affec- 
tionately called the "Benny," had 
its beginnings in 1913, the first 
year the school graduated a class. 

As that class neared its 
graduation, plans were made for 
a book to record their senior year 
— and the new school's begin- 
nings. а 

But what would they name it? 
After much deliberation. the 
seniors took the suggestion of the 
Latin Department and the an- 
nual’s name became “Benedic- 
tus” — Latin for “well said.” 

By the way, according to the 
regulations of the school (at least 
in its later years), the Benny 
couldn't be published unless 90 
percent of the seniors — and at 
least 400 people from all classes 
combined — ordered a Benedic- 
tus. 

They .say the Benny was 
published every year except for 
one. That year was 1918, 1923 
and 1931. We've seen the 1931 
Benny 

Oh. one more thing: It’s also 
said that Garfield was the first 
high school in Terre Haute to 
have a yearbook. Since Wiley's 
history says that the second 
volume -of -the- Red Pepper ‘its 


earliest yearbook) was 1ssued in 
1922 (although there's no men- 
tion of when the first one ap- 
peared), we won't argue with 
Garfield. 


Sing, Sing a Song 


Garfield's school song, *Purple 
and White, was an original 
composition written in 1934 by 
Russell McCoy. 

McCoy was assisted by John 
Moore. Or by Miss Nell Duncan 
and Miss Helen Leisey.It de- 
pends on what you read. We're 
pretty sure of the words, though. 

Stand when you sing it, please.

During Garfield's first year, 
Principal A.E. Highley called an 
assembly for the purpose of 
selecting the school colors. ac- 
cording to Garfield's 50th An- 
niversary book. 

Dr. Glenn Irwin. president of 
the Class of 16. was later to 
recall that Collett School's colors 
were purple and white and “since 
most of the students at Garfield 
High . School had -соте from 


Collett, they just naturally 
selected those colors.” 


Not tonight, dear: I 
have a deadline 


Garfield’s first student paper, 
the Garfield Review. was 
laboriously handwritten on 
brown wrapping paper during 
the schools founding year. 
Writers cramp was alleviated 
after printing presses were in- 
stalled at Garfield during the 
summer of 1913. 

In 1924. the name of the 
newspaper was changed. After 
deliberating over — and discard- 
ing — such names as “Grape and 
Punch” and “The Purple Pirate,” 
the paper became the “Royal 


Purple.” 

The final edition — Vol. 47, No. 
11 — was published June 4, 
1971. 


Distinguishing 
characteristics 


From the large, metal “С” for 
young men and Garfield clasps 
for the young ladies who com- 
prised the Class of 13. . . to the 
horizontally striped sweaters 
adopted by the Class of 16 . . .

Garfield’s first graduation in 
1913 was like no other the city 
had ever known. While Wiley 
High School preceded its gradua- 
tion only with a baccalaureate, 
the 29 girls and 10 boys who 
constituted Garfield’s first class 
enjoyed a series of activities 
leading up to the final ceremony. 

A hayride to Forest Park, a 
boatride up the Wabash River, 
breakfast at the Elks Club, a 
sunrise dance and a dance with 
the Kerner-Powers orchestra 
(that one a gift from the juniors) 
were the lead-ins to the more 
serious rites of passage. 

Garfield’s first graduate was 
Elmer Austermiller. As the 39th 
grad, Rose Woody, was presented 
with a diploma, the class began 
singing the first of what was to 
be an annual tradition for awhile 
— the class song: 

“We are only thirty-nine, 

But we think that’s doing fine 

For the first year here at 
Garfield High 

We've had fun and lots of 
knowledge, 

So we go on to our COLLEGE 

But GOODBYE! 

Garfield High!"

EDITOR'S NOTE: Bob Cork, 
now living in Connecticut, was 
a 1960 graduate of Garfield. As 
a substitute defensive end in the 
fall of 1959, he came off the 
bench when starter Cliff Maitlen 
was hurt in the first quarter, and 
played “over his head” in the 7-6 
victory over Wiley, the sixth 
time Garfield had won by that 
score, the last time that the 
Bronze Turkey went home to 
Twelve Points. Following is part 
of an essay written by Bob Cork 
in the fall of 1970 for the last 
football banquet for Garfield 
High School.

From muggy mid-August of 
1912, when the Purple Eagle first 
ruffled their fledgling feathers, 
until November of 1970, when 
the great bird reached maturity 
and prepared for a flight beyond 
the horizon, you played football 
for Garfield. 

You started playing on a dusty 
field when the game was still a 
novelty, when equipment meant 
tattered sneakers and canvas 
pants. Your battle ended on 
Astro-Turf, and the game was 
one of strategic calculation, with 
scraps of foam protecting every 
part of your body. 

The game changed, but you 
remained stable, a young man 
from several different  back- 
grounds, molded into a con- 
glomerate of spirit, determina- 
tion and character. 

You were tall, short, fat, skin- 
ny, black, white, a natural 
athlete, a clumsy oaf. You drove 
to school in a sports car, you

You tasted sweet victory and 
sprinted exuberantly off the field, 
defying weariness. You suffered 
defeat and limped off the field, 
tripping over your chin. You shed 


blood, sweat and tears for 
Garfield. 
You blamed coaches and of- 


ficials for defeat, but soon 
afterward realized that victory 
was only within the grasp of you 
and your teammates. You made 
split-second decisions on the field 
that were catastrophic, and you 
still spend sleepless nights 
second-guessing the play. You 
caught a game-winning pass, and 
still recall the magic moment. 

Often you sat on the bench, 
aching for a chance to get into the 
game. But still you knew you 
were a member of the team, 
because you scrimmaged against 
the future All-American. You 
held a blocking dummy, and he 
got tough by knocking you on 
your can. 

But you, the Garfield football 
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player, you were more than a 
tremendous athlete, more than a 
guy who. had fun playing football, 
more than just a member of the 
team. 

Your name was Charlie De- 
peugh, the first Garfield player to 
make an all-state team. You were 
Jim Conover, the all-around 
athlete who became a coach, 
teacher and principal at Garfield. 

You were Hugh Mendenhall, 
Kyle Anderson and Wayne Cas- 
tle, named to the first All-Big Ten 
team ever. You were George 
VanBibber and Paul Humphrey, 
All-Americans at Purdue. 

You were Herb Catlin. During 
one of the Wiley games, trailing 
by the score of 7-6, you desperate- 
ly wanted the ball so you could 
score a touchdown for Wiley to 
protect the immortal score. 
Fortunately, Garfield scored and 
won the game 13-7. 

You were Sy Sutton. You 
caught a pass from Gary Jones 
and turned around to run face- 
first into the goal-post at 
Memorial Stadium. The post was 
still vibrating when they 
wrapped pads around it a few 
days later, and you soon became

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the first Terre Haute football 
player to wear a face mask. 

You were a walking hunk of 
determination named Bruno 
Beckish. A Purple Eagle of the 
early 1930s who surpassed your 
natural ability with your team- 
spirit and 150 percent efforts. 
Your untimely death during 
spring vacation, following 
emergency surgery, physically 
weakened the team, but your life 
strengthened the character of the 
growing Purple Eagle. 


You were a portrait of faith and 
courage named Terry Dischinger, 
a lanky youngster who suffered a 
heart murmur in junior high 
school, but recovered to become 
an all-state end, Garfield’s third 
Olympic champion, and without 
a doubt its greatest athlete. 


You were Dick Meissel, a 
tackle on the 1954 team, the only 
undefeated, untied team in 
Garfield’s history. On the last 
play of the game you recovered a 
fumble in the enemy backfield. 
You could have picked up the ball 
and ran, but your unselfish 
thought was to cover the ball, to 
preserve the victory for the team. 


Two years later, on a beach in 
Okinawa, when several of your 
United States Marine teammates 
were caught in an undertow 
while swimming, your unselfish 
thought was to form a human 
chain to save your buddies. Your 
body was never found, and part 
of Garfield football died with you. 

The membership roster of a 
select fraternity, with the 1970 
season, welcomed its last can- 
didates, and the team reaches 
full strength. All of us are proud, 
no matter when we joined the 
team, proud of great victories, 
strengthened by disappointing 
defeat. 

The battles we face in life are 
more bitterly contested than 
were the games we played for 
Garfield. They can be won with 
the Spirit of 7-6. They will be lost 
if we turn our backs on de- 
termination, courage and un- 
selfishness. 

It is within each of us the 
power to determine, by thought 
and by action, whether we will 
preserve the right to stand tall 
and proud and tell all the world, 
that we played football for 
Garfield.

Being selected as- the one 
individual from the annals of 
Garfield High School history that 
stands out from among the likes 
of Terry Murawski, Greg Bell, 
Gordon Neff, Clyde Lovellette 
and Greg Samuels, is an honor 
many would put higher than 
winning the McMillan Award — 
twice — an Olympic gold medal 
and the NBA's Rookie-of-the- 
Year Award all wrapped up into 
one. 

That is why 1958 graduate 
Terry Dischinger felt so honored 
when told hé was selected by his 
fellow graduates as the 
Outstanding Athlete in Garfield 
history for all of his noted 
achievements. 

“Its hard to single out any one 
person as the outstanding 
athlete. I have to say I'm 
suprised and honored at the 
same time. We had some great 
athletes," Dischinger said in a 
phone interview last week from 
Portland. Ore., his home for the 
last 13 years.

Dischinger said he didn’t know 
that he was a winner “until it 
happened,” and considers it a 
great honor “after seeing all the 
previous winners.” 

The credit for his hoop skills he 
gives to his former coach, Willard 
Kehrt. “He’s the one who made 
me the player I was. I feel very 
fortunate to have had him as a 
coach.” 

As a senior basketball player 
at Garfield, Dischinger was 
selected as a prep All-American 
and played on the Indiana All- 
Star basketball team, being 
selected as the MVP after leading 
all scorers with 23 points and 
adding 10 rebounds in a 69-58 
win over the Kentucky All-Stars 
in Louisvilles “new” Freedom 
Hall. 

In college, at Purdue Universi- 
ty, Dischinger was a three-time

Versatility, devotion key for coaches 


Numerous athletic mentors wore more than one hat at northside school

Versatility was the word that best 
describes coaches at the former Garfield 
High School here in Terre Haute, especial- 
ly in the early days of that school. 


The 1916 Benedictus, Gartield's 
yearbook, lists E. Bernard Clogston as the 
Garfield coach — the only Garfield coach. 
He guided those early Purple Eagles 
teams in football, basketball, baseball and 
track, according to the yearbook. 


In the early 1920s Clogston was 
replaced by Ray Hanna, and he, too, 
ped all sports at the Twelve Points 
school. 


Hanna was the coach of the 1922 
Garfield basketball team that was runner 
up in the state tournament. That Garfield 
team was led by Harold “Babe” Wheeler, 
who scored 13 of Garfield's 15 points in the 
26-15 loss to Franklin in the cham- 
pionship game. 


That was Franklin's third straight state 
title and it was the team that became 
known all over Hoosierland as the 
“Franklin Wonder Five.” Garfield lost only 
four games that season, and they were to 
Normal, later known as State High, 
Greencastle, Vincennes, and Franklin. 


Members of Hanna's team were 
Wheeler, Ross Woodburn, Stanley Torr, 
Fred Modlon, Lester Bolin, Arthur Reink- 
ing, William Amour and John Gault. In 
the 16-team state finals that year Garfield 
won 24-12 over Whiting, 30-16 over 
Fishers, and 38-17 over Marion before 
losing to Franklin. 

The 1922 Benedictus contains a letter 
written to Garfield by Ernest "Griz" 
Wagner, coach of the three Franklin state 
championship teams. Wagner lauded the 
Garfield team as one of the best his team 
had faced and had kind words also for 
Garfield's sportsmanship and clean play. 

Shortly after that year Garfield had the 
first of several excellent pairs of coaches. 
The first pair, who guided Purple Eagle

athletics for more than 15 years, were Earl 
Pike and Jim Conover. Pike came to 
Garfield from Clinton, while Conover had 
been a truly outstanding athlete at 
Garfield before attending both Rose Poly 
and Indiana State Teachers College. 
While a student at Garfield, Conover 
won the 100- and 220-yard sprints in the 
state track meet, scoring enough points for 
Garfield to place third in the team 
standings despite the fact Conover was the 
only trackman to compete in the meet. 
Most veteran Garfield fans think of Pike 
as primarily a football coach and Conover 
as the basketball coach, but when those 
two first came to the school those roles

were reversed. The 1924 yearbook lists 
Pike as the basketball coach. 


The next year Pike took over the football 
team and Conover the basketball duties, 
and they remained in those positions for 
the remainder of their tenures at Garfield. 

Other early Garfield coaches were J.J. 
“Jake” Maehling in freshman basketbll 
and Katherine Maher in girls basketball. 


The next close-knit coaching pair in 
Garfield's history were Donas Dischinger 
and Willard Kehrt. Kehrt coached the 
1939 basketball team to sectional and 
regional championships before the Purple 
Eagles, led by Bill Royer, fell to Evansville 
Bosse, 31-23, in the Evansville Semistate. 


Dischinger took over the football 
coaching job in 1942 and immediately 
installed a new offense — new to this area, 
that is. It was the T-formation with a man 
in motion, and it was made famous by the 
Chicago Bears' George Halas, who used 
that offense to destroy the Washington 
Redskins 73-0 in the 1941 National 
Football League championship game. 


. Other Garfield coaches in those days 
included George Yeager in track. 


In 1947 Kehrt’s Garfield basketball 
team nearly captured Terre Haute's first 
state championship in basketball. The 
team went undefeated all the way to the 
state finals, where they defeated Marion 
59-50 in the afternoon before being upset 
by Shelbyville 68-58 in the title contest. 

Garfield had beaten Shelbyville on 
Shelbyville's home floor during the regular 
season, but the Bears were not to be 
denied in the state finals. Hot-shooting 
guard Emerson Johnson and clever pivot- 
man Bill Garrett led Shelbyville with 23 
and 21 points, respectively. Clyde Lov- 
ellette, a Garfield junior, led all scorers 
with 25 points. Other Garfield players 
that night were Ronnie Bland with 4 
points, Jay Center with 10, Don Herman 
with 2, Gordon Neff with 10 and Bob Skitt 
with 7. In the victory over Marion, Art 
Blakely, a sometime starter for the Eagles, 
scored 6 points.

Coach Kehrt is still bitter over the 
officiating of Walter Thurston in the 
championship game. *He really made 
some calls that hurt us," Kehrt recalls. 
“Гуе never forgiven him for the job he did." 


After Dischinger and Kehrt stepped 
aside from coaching duties, those jobs 
were taken over by Thorval Mattax, Tom 
Miller, and then Gene Shike in football; 
Don McDonald and Charlie Seitz in 
basketball. 


Don Jennings was Garfield's baseball 
coach before moving to Terre Haute North, 
where his 1974 team won the state 
championship. Another Garfield coach in 
those years was Ed Scott, who was an 
assistant to McDonald with the basketball 
team. 


Kehrts 1952 basketball team and 
McDonald's 1967 team went as far as the 
semistate in the tourney before falling in 
close games. 


Kehrt's basketball teams also won 
Wabash Valley Tournament cham- 
pionships in 1945 and 1947 back in the 
days when that tourney included 120 
teams from Indiana and Illinois and was 
the largest tourney in the nation other 
than state tournaments. 


The biggest upset ever by a Garfield 
team had to be the semistate cham- 
pionship won by Kehrt's 1963 squad. After 
a mediocre season in which it lost nine 
games, Garfield put things together and 
won the sectional and regional cham- 
pionships. 

In the Evansville Semistate the Purple 
Eagles got past Seymour in the afternoon. 
Then came the upset to end all upset. 

Evansville Bosse was the defending 
state champion and had almost all of those 
players back again. In order to beat the 
Bulldogs, Garfield would have to play a 
near perfect game, and that's exactly what 
happened as the Eagles won 60-55. 

The next week in the Final Four, 
Garfield was ousted by South Bend 
Central, but nothing could erase the thrill 
of that semistate upset victory over Bosse.
